The assult on Buck is described as follows by Mr. Lewis Rice in the third 
yolume of his Gazetteer on Mysore and Coorg (page 179). 

The Northern column, under the Command of Col. G. Wangh, was composed of 
one brigade 6 pr. guns from Bellary, 300 rank and file and head quarters H. 
M. 55th Regt., 9th Regt. N. 1. 31st Regt. L. I., rifle Company of 24th Regt. 
N. I, and 200 Sappers and Miners. It marched on the Ist April from Hosa- 
kota to Sanivarsante. On passing the Coorg boundary at the river Hémavati, 
the enemy’s advanced posts had retreated and no molestation was offered 
until the force reached Kodlipet, where an armed body of 200 men occupied 
an entrenched high ground, but on their flanks being turned they speedily 
fell back, and the advanced guard of the English encountered only one more 
slight opposition at Mudravalli, which was as.speedily overcome. 

A far different resistance the troops met on the following day, when they were to 
join the Hastern Column at Haringi. They had scarcely proceeded a few 

undred yards beyond their encampimg ground, when they found the road 
blockaded with felled trees, which rendered their progress exceedingly difficult 
and slow. As the column approached a village in a wood near the base of the 
pass in which the enemy’s principal position was situated, a feeble fire was 
opened, which was readily silenced. But the stockade, known as the Buck 
Stockade, was exceedingly strong; outside, protected by thick bamboos and 
trees and surrounded with a deep ditch, and inside, built of mud walls faced 
with stones and pierced with innumerable loop holes which commanded the 
approaches in every direction. The intrepid Coorgs who held it were com- 
manded by Madanta Appachu, (the late Head Sheristadar who died in 1876) 
afine old Coorg, of tall stature and martial bearing, who ever since the 
British accession was a most loyal and devoted servant of Government, 
Determined to carry it by assault, as the stockade barred their advance, the 
troops, under Major Bird of the 31st Light Infantry as field officer of the day 
attempted every means of attack for four hours and a half, during which they 
were exposed to a most severe and raking fire; but. in vain. A misdirected 
flank movement of H. M. 55th Regt., under Col, Mill proved equally unsucces- 
ful. Colonel Mill was shot dead on the spot, likewise Ensigns Robertson of 
the 9th N. I., and Babington of the 81st N. I. In this most unfortunate affair 
about forty-eight were killed, including the 8 officers and 118 wounded].

(This murder took place in the whist room of the present Club Bungalow, then a 
private house, into which the deceased and his younger brother, W. D, Horsley, 
a student at College, had recently moved. The situation was lonely, the 
house standing by itself and being commanded on three sides by hills, The 
details of the occurrence appear to be as follows. On the night of the 4th July, 
at about half past twelve, Mr. Ralph Horsley was heard to call to his servants 
sleeping in the verandah, and was found a few minutes later lying dead in his 
writing room, which opened out of the bed room. An office box was then 
missing from its usual place under the cot, and was subsequently discovered 
broken open on the rocks some 300 yards away, the only object stolen being: 
the silver handle of a seal. On an examination of the deceased's body, it was 
seen that the wound, a stab in the back must have been sufficient to cause 
instantaneous death. No trace of the murderers was, however, discoverable, 
The peons and servants had apparently heard nothing to attract their’ atten- 
tion although four of them were sleeping in the front verandah of the house. 
‘An inquest was held and an exhaustive enquiry instituted by Mr. C. R. Pelly, 
the Collector, but the crime remains a mystery to this day. Itscems probable 
that robbery and not murder was the motive of the intruders, and that Mr. 
Horsley was stabbed while endeavouring to prevent the theft of his eutcherry 
pox. Several men were arrested at the time on suspicion, but were subse- 
quently discharged. Two years later a false clue to the murderer was given 
in the town of Cuddapah and in May 1864, at Chitaldroog, one Honoora or 
Honoorga, a well known thug, was charged with the crime on the evidence of 
informers, who deposed to his confession of the murder. It does not, however, 
appear.that the charge was bronght home ; although the confession as reported 
corresponds in many of its details to the actual occurrence.)
